apprentices from the Training Station 
on Wednesday brought out one regi- 
ment of eight companies under com- 
mand of Boatswain C. R. Reed. Re- 
cruits are Leing received at the Station 
in large numbers daily,'and large de- 
tails are being sent to ships of the fleet 
at frequent intervals. 


The status of the Naval Reserve

lieve that conditions here are bad to- 
day. 
Many o[ the sailors who come 


over from the Station make trips to the 
larger cities nearby, where conditions 
aro probably much worse than they are 
here. Th'en loo there are many unde- 
sirable visitors who come to Newport 
to prey upon the sailors, and although 
the police are alert to apprehend them 
they have to act with care. 


Acting Governor San Eouci has statej 


that no complaint has been made to him 
regarding conditions in Newport, and 
that until the matter has ' been brought 
to his attention officially the Slate can 
take no action. 


As usual the out of town papers like 


to make a great tumult over anything 
that will reflect on the city of Newport.

The board also received a request for 
an increase from the janitors, and that 
will be acted upon at a later meeting.

o Jt labor certificates, 110 since June.

grade IV has made it possible to reduce 
the numberof pupils in the old room to

grade II, it will be necessary lo use the 
recitation room on the first lloor for any 
overflow us has been done for IV on the 
second. 


Board of Health: Since the report 


last month there have been 30 cases of 
diphtheria and no cases of scarlet fwer 
in the public schools.

caused the exclusion of 55 pupils besides 
those ill. Today there are only two 
pupils ill with either diphtheria or scar- 
let fever and no other pupils are ex- 
cluded. The tivo cases date from Nov- 
ember 4 and both are in the Callender 
school.

work and free hand drawing. The num- 
bers at present.warrant the continu mce 
of all except the freehand drawing. All 
the classes were interrupted by Ihe 
Liberty Bond day and by the state con- 
vention of teachers. The elementary 
classes are small.' 


Food Conservation: From this office 


were distributed 8000 home cards, 3000 
pledge cards, and 1125 posters to the 
pupils of the whole cily. Later 3182 
window cards were exchanged for 3182 
pledge cards which were sent to the 
Federal Food Administrator in Provi- 
dence. The public schools sent 2571 
and the parochial 511-an excellent per- 
centage in both cases.

The local con- 
fectioners are unable to obtain sufficient 
supplies for carrying on their business 
on the scale to which they have been 
accustomed, and say that unless liberal 
supplies are received soon they will be 
unable to supply their usual Christmas 
trade. The big manufacturers have 
their Christmas stocks already made 
up, several months in advance, as is 
their usual practice, but the local man- 
ufacturers always delay as long as pos- 
sible in order to keep their stocks fresh.
